Frankfort, Ky., January 8— More 
than forty prisoners were trapped In 
their cells, the key to which was 
broken, when Are destroyed cell house 
A aud badly damaged cell house B of 
the State penitentiary here, Just before 
midnight. Two of tho convicts were 
burned to death, and thirty-nine others, 
now In the prison hospital, some ser- 
loualy burned, owe their lives to the 
valor of their fellow prisoners. 
Not In the history of this city have 
dealt so careleaaly with their lives 
as did the fire fighting force at the 
prison tonight. The only way that the 
Imprisoned men could be reached was 
by scaling the walls of the burning 
building, by going through the flaming 
roof, and with the aid of chains,, drop 
down on Walks 11 and 12, where the 
men were Imprisoned and liberate 
them. 

By the aid of crowbars, picks and 
sledge hammers, the iron doors were 
battered down and the half dying men 
were carried out to the walls and then 
let down with ropes to the rescuing 
party below. 

William Jones, of Owlngsvllle, was 
the first man to be rescued, and he 
was the first man to die. He wns so 
far gone when he was taken from the 
burning prison that not even oxygen 
could restore him to life. 

The same fate befell David Fife 
of I^exlngton, a few minutes later. 
Rescue Attributed to Prayer 

Every man taken from the building 
had a dleffrent story to tell as to 
their rescue, and all of them claimed 
that their rescue was the result of 
prayer. 

Every physician In Frankfort was 
called to assist Dr. W. C. Cay wood, 
the prison physician, to wait on the 
men. The Are did not reach the fe- 
male department of the prison, so that 
there was no alarm from that aource. 

First among those at the scene; of 
the fire was Governor Stanley and his 
secretary, Miss Minnie Mahler. They 
were at work In the Governor's of' 
flee when the word was sent to him 
that the prison cells wore burning 
He mnde the trip to the penitentiary 
with so much haste that he arrived 
there almost as soon as the city fire 
department arrived, and was soon on 
the Inside or tho walls directing the 
fire fighters. 

Moro ihnn once during tho night did 
his friends go to him and warn him 
of the danger, not only from the fall 
Ing walls and the burning timbers, but 
from the live wires, but he did not pay 
any attention to them and kept on 
directing the firemen until tho last 
man wns rescued. Then he went to 
the prison hospital with words of on 
couragement to the suffering men. 
Wiring Cause, Belief 
The fire started In the old cell house, 
It Is believed, from the electric wir- 
ing. It la constructed mostly of pop- 
lar timber, a part of it having been 
builded 120 years ago and part eighty 
years ago. It burned like tinder. 

The building waa the oldest in use 
at the reformatory and because the 
locking equipment was of old design It 
was necessary to unlock each cell In- 
dividually. The key was broken early 
in the rescue work and before dupll 
cates could be secured the entrance to 
the building was blocked by flames 
leaving more than fifty prisoners cut 
off from escape. 

Prisoners In Temporary Quarters 
A hurry call was sent to the city 
workhouse quarry for dynamite 
hole was made through the walls on 
one side of the building, which the 
flames had not yet reached, and the 
work of rescue resumed. 

As the prisoners were released they 
were taken m charge by guardB and 
herded into the reformatory dining 
room and chapel. More than fifty per 
sons, overcome by smoke, were Bent 
to the reformatory hospital after be 
Ing revived. The burned bulldinga 
housed more than 800 prisoners. The 
entire population of the penitentiary, 
1,500, are In the temporary quartera 
tonight. Hot coffee was served to them 
early thla morning by Warden Mack 
Phythlan. 

Loss Approximately $75,000

paralysis Ills Inleiislncd the unwhole- 
some dread of disease kcnus with 
which the public mind hue long been 
obessed The health authorltlcH are 
endeavoring to educate the public In 
the matter of cleanliness, which la 
Inimical to the propagation of these 
germs. Ablution of the hands before 
eating has been especially Insisted 
upon in this propaganada. A similar 
cleansing after soiling of the hands 
needs not to be emphasized. I'nfor- 
tunately the majority of people do not 
realize the Importance of these simple 
precautions, while on the other hand 
there are many persons with whom 
disease germs are a bete nolr. They 
see death and sickness lurking every- 
where, and like the "thief who sees l 
policeman behind every bush," they 
live in constant apprehension ol 
germs. To these timid Individuals i 
recent article in the Journal of tht 
American Medical Association on 
"Dacterla on Paper Money and Hooks 
may bring comfort. 

The Sun has endeavored to preseni 
only the most reliable sclent itle aspect 
of the subject of germ diseases, be- 
cause the usual hasty generalizations 
of science and baseless assertions 
which continually appear In print un- 
der the guise of scientific authority 
sooner or later redoomed to the dis- 
credit of real progress. An unwar- 
ranted scepticism is aroused and the 
distrust of aa obvious misstatement 
unconsciously becomes magnified into 
a reactionary Indifference to the bet- 
ter contributions of scientific men. 
The championship of half or conjee-, 
lured truths Inevitably acts in the 
course of time as a barrier to the very 
objects which are sought in public 
reforms, for the end truth always 
prevails. 

Some years ago The Sun called at- 
tention to the erroneous idea that tu- 
berculosis may be contracted by per- 
sons using the telephone mouthpiece 
which has been used by many others. 
We showed that the postmaster gen- 
eral of (treat Hritain had the mouth- 
pieces on the telephones under his 
control examined bacteriologiically. 
with the result of no disease germs 
beiag discovered upon them. The 
Journal comments upon the populnr 
opinion of a few years ago that tin 
handling of soili>d paper money was- 
extremely dangerous on account ol 
l he bacteria that may adhere in it Tl 
fact is that bank tellers do not share 
this aversion, nor do they present evi- 
dence of exceptional liability to infec- 
tious diseases. Il lias been positively 
ascertained and published in the Pop- 
ular Science Monthly that paper 
money constitutes ah unimportant fac- 
tor in the transmission of disease. 
While clean paper money satisfies our 
aesthetics sense, it has not been 
proved that soiled money is likely to 
become a medium of disease transmis- 
sion, 

With regard to books, It is tae cus- 
tom to disinfect them, when soiled, by 
exposure to sunlight and air. but It if 
a fact that the hygienic laboratory of 
John Hopkins hospital has not fount! 
germs of diphtherlu. for instance, on 
books coming from homes in which 
children had been suffering from this 
disease. The fact Is that the majority 
of bacteria found on books are the 
hamc as those found in atmospheric 
air, and that the colon bacterium 
which is frequently found on the hande 
of school children, has rarely been 
found on the books they hand I". There 
is really no materia! risk Involved in 
the reissue of books recently read by 
consumptives, unless the books arc 
obviously soiled, and even then the 
risks arc very slight. Since, however, 
bacteria like the typhoid and dvph- 
theria organism have beea occasional- 
ly discovered on artificially infected 
books, there may be good reason for
